The results of the deliberations of the No- 
vember grand jury were laid before Judge 
Tuley yesterday in the shape of 137 indict- 
ments, thirty of which were tor violations of 
the gaming-house statute. The rumors of 
wholesale indictments of poolsellers, gam- 
bling-house keepers, and gamblers, which 
have been current during the month are in the 
same proportion to the results as the legenda- 
ry mountain to the mouse. 

The gambling indictments found cover only 
the pool-room cases, in which Ed Corrigan 
‘figured as Mayor and Chief of Police last 
summer. It will be remembered that Corri- 
gan tried to shut up the down-town pool- 
rooms because they were interfering with the 
attendance at his race-track. Raids were made 
nearly every day by private detectives and 
constables employed by Corrigan. The men 
arrested gave bonds, and were invariably dis- 
charged for lack of evidence when tried in the 
Justice courts. 

The thirty men against whom the Novem- 
ber grand jury returned bills are the men who 
were arrested during last summer’s raids and 
discharged in the Justice courts. There was 
not enough evidence to hold them in the 
Justice courts, and the fact that the grand jury 
has found indictments against them is a mat- 
ter of great merriment among the knights of 
the green cloth.

Those that 
the braves mde had their manes and 
tails braided up and every preparation 
was being made to abandon the agency. The 
Indians were seen to be signaling to each other

Citizens of the various towns about the 
reservation have begun to take active meas- 
ures to protect themselves and their property 
in case the Indians bolt from the agency and 
leave the reservation. At Rushville, Hot 
Springs, Gordor, and Oelrichs companies of 
volunteers have been organized and armed, 
It is said that these men have even gone so 


far as to establish. a regular guard at night. 


An incident at the Indian school serves to il- 
lustrate the nervous terror that has taken 
possession of the red people since the troops 
arrived. Some of the school children were 
thrown into a panic last evening 
by a story that the Cheyennes intend- 
ed to burn the school buildings and the 
ghost dancers were going to kill all the edu 


| cated Indians. They were only quieted and 


reassured after the principals had made a trip 
to the agent’s office and brought back word 
that there was no truth in the story. 

Work among the Indians here without an 
interpreter is extremely difficult. All of them 
are in a state of alarm and uncertainty, and 
the ghost dancers are doubly suspicious. 
Nearly all those who have come in have 
camped together about old Red Cloud’s house, 
three-quarters of a mile from the agency and 
across the creek. 

‘What Big Road Says. 

Little Wound not having put in an appear- 
ance an appointment was made with Big Road 
last night, and after No Water he is perhaps 
the most influential Indian among the disaf- 
fected bands. His story followed almost ex- 
actly in the line of that told by Jack Red 
Cloud. All the Indians here now, according 
wanted to know the first thing why soldiers 
were here, and declared that he knew no rea- 
son for their coming. There had been, he ad- 
mitted, a quarrel at the agency over the arrest 
of an Indian for steaumg a cow. He had it on 
the best authority that the prisoner was the 
only man who drew a knife. 

Where They Learned to Dance. 

He knew nothing of anybody threatenmg 
the agent. He didn’t see how the ghost dance 
could be the cause of the trouble. He and his 
people had held sun dances and Omaha dances 
without causing any alarm. The former had 
been stopped by the Indian agents very easily. 
When questioned about the sources from 
which the Indians learned of the Messiah he 
said that his people learned the dance from 
the tribes on the reservations to the north 


and west in Wyoming and Montana.

The whole story as explained by the chief 
bears the stamp of a rude imitation of the. 
Christian religion. 


The two apostles sent back to Pine Ridge 


described the man they saw as a peaceably in- 
clined person and not as a warrior. Big 
Road’s description of his personal appearance 
was not definite except as to one peculiar 
point. Great Thunder and Yellow Breast 


were certain this man was the Messiah, be- 


cause he had marks of wounds through the 


palms of his hands and through the insteps of 
his feet. 
They Dance Without Guns. 

Do your people carry any weapons in the 
dance?” Big Road was asked. 

No,“ said the chief. “If a person went 
into the circle with any arms he could not see 
Christ. No metal of any kind must be about 
his clothing or person. Even a button on his 
clothes or knite in his pocket would spoil the 
charm.”’ 

Rig Road was asked why the Indians kept 
up the dance so constantly and explained that 
the crops had been bad, the hauling of Gov- 
erment freight to the agency had been post- 
poned, and the Indians had nothing to do but

The concern, now the J. E. Potts Salt and 
Lumber company, failed in 1882 and since 
then has been doing. business on borrowed 
capital. An offer to sell the institution was 
made to Gen. Alger, who offered $1,200,000 
for it. The company asked $1,500,000. The 
mill here cuts 90,000,000 feet of lumber each 
season, which is more than any other mill of 
similar equipment in the world. The mill 
paid off as usual last night and will run all 
this week. It is stated that the men will be 
paid in full. 

What the result of the embarrassment will 
be cannot now be stated. It depends on the 
larger creditors. The company may be sold 
out, it may work out, or all may be sacrificed. 
The principal creditors here state that they are 
amply secured, which is true if the mortgages 
filed hold good. There is a large amount of 
debts, however, large and small, which are not 
secured at all. The company has beea paying 
$200,000 per year to the Federal Bank on old 
indebtedness. Two years ago it put $700,000 
into the A. S. and N. W. R. R. 

No Assignment Contemplated. 

Derrort, Mich., Nov. 25.—[Special.]—-Mr. 
Lucking, of Conely, Maybury & Lucking, who 
is the attorney for the Potts company, says 
the company found its paper rapidly declin- 
ing and so proceeded to secure the banks in 
the sum of $625,000, in round numbérs. The 
property is worth twice the amount of the 
mortgages and no assignmentis contemplat- 
ed. The company will continue in the bust 
ness and hopes to do so right along. Asked as 
to the sum total of the liabilities, Mr. Lucking 
said: The total liabilities have not been 
figured up yet; but outside the secured in- 
debtedness there is in the neighborhood of 
$200,000 of indebtedness, recently contracted, 
which 1s unsecured. Besides these amounts 
there are certain old debts which were ar- 
ranged for years ago, and securities given, the 
amount of which I do not know.“ 

The company owns the largest sawmill in 
the world, as well as a magnificent domain 
of Michigan forest. The Potts company 
practically owns atown of 600 souls called 
Potts. The Potts railroad runs from Oscoda 
to somewhere mn Montmorency County. About 
forty miles of the system from Oscoda and 
Au Sable to Potts are operated regularly, and 
have passenger trains and do mail service. 
The rest is simply in the logging traffic, and 
from the terminus penetrates in various direc- 
tions into the woods. It is estimated that the 
company has over 100 miles of track. The 
possessions of the company in Northeastern 
Michigan are enormous. It has bought pine 
wherever it could be had, and pushed its rail- 
road into the tracts, cut the logs, turn up the 
rails and left. The pine fast disappearing, the 
hardwood was next secured, until now the 
Potts deeds cover section after section and 
mile after mile of maple and beech timber.

BACKSET FOR THE BULL MOVEMENT. 


Trade in Wall Street Becomes Less Active 
and a Reaction Sets In. 

New York, Nov. 25.—[Special. ]—A less act- 
ive speculatior, ending in a smart reaction, 
characterized today’s market. Money was 
stiffer on call; exchange on London advanced 
to within one-half centof the rate at which 
gold could ordinarily be exported. 

The application for a receiver of the Oregon 
Improvement company, and a consequent 
break in its shares, the suspension of Mr. J. C. 
Waldron on the Stock Exchange, the failure 
of the big Memphis and New York cotton firm 
of R. H. Allen & Co., the disappearance of Mr. 
J. S. Faker Jr. of Philadelphia, reported busi- 
ness embarrassments from various quarters 
growing mainly out of inability to make col- 
lections or gain extensions, all tended to create 
a feeling of uneasiness. 

The volume of transactions in stocks was 
much smaller, and one-third of all the trading 
was furnished by three stocks—Atchison and 
St. Paul, which were the leaders, and Union 
Pacific. All three closed 1}¢ below the final 
figures of yesterday. 

Doubtless the continued issue of clearing- 
house certificates also contributed to disturb 
confidence, and the fact that the Erie direct- 
ors refused to declare a dividend on the pre- 
ferred stock on the ground of present and 
prospective financial disturbance possibly had 
some effect. 


AN ACTIVE GRAIN MARKET. 


The Bears in the Majority—Opening and 
Closing Prices, 

The grain markets yesterday were active, 
excited, and uncertain. The range of May 
wheat was over two cents. It sold a cent over 
Monday’s close, a cent under it, and finally 
wound up nearly a cent lower. There was a 
heavy volume of trade. 

The outside news at the opening was really 
favorable to the bulls, but the bears were in 
the majority, and after an animated opening, 
during which May rose from $1.02 to about 
$1.02}¢, they pounded prices down to $1.01% 
before the bulls got a fair grip on the market.

Something in a Name, 

The men who answered to the names were 
put forward for the purpose and are new out 
of reach of the Sheriff. They were 
under bonds until discharged in the 
Justice courts, and now have not even 
that ephemeral existence. When Corrigan’s 
constables raided a pool-room it was with 
blank warrants. They called for as many 
men—four or six, as the case might be—the 
men to be taken were pointed out and arrest- 
ed only to be discharged soon afterwards. 

The story of the deliberations of the grand 
jury is interesting despite the meager results. 
There was a rumor that Ed Corrigan would 
be indicted for allowing poolg to be sold at 
the West Side track. Corrigan has not been 
indicted, but he undoubtedly would have been 
but for the fact that some of the jurors, op- 
posed to such a procedure against him, insist- 
ed that if a true bill were returned against 
him the magnates of the Washington Park 
Ciub must be similarly honored. They argued 
) if one were guilty the others were: - 

A few days ago the grand jury issued a sub- 
poena duces tecum for the books of the Wash- 
ington Park Club in order to ascertain pre- 
cisely who were its officers. Witnesses were 
also called to prove that pools were sold at 
Washington Park on the races last spring. 

The story goes back to the day Judge Tuley 
impaneled the jury and delivered his charge 
to the effect that, although he had held the 
statute prohibiting pool-selling except in inclos- 
ures where chartered corporations were carry- 
ing on races to be invalid, the persons who had 
been arrested for violations of that statute 
could be indicted on the same evidence for 
violating the general statute of 1850 against 
all forms ot gambling. That the jurors took 
these instructions to heart was shown the next 
day when they returned thirty indictments in 
cases which the preceding grand jury for 
some reason had not deemed worthy of no- 
tice. Neither Ed Corrigan nor the officers of 
the Washington Park Club had ever been ar- 
rested, however, for violations of the 
statute declarea void by Judge Tuley for the 
reason that 1t licensed pool-selling under their 
auspices, and there was no apparent reason to 
believe, from the text of Judge Tuley’s charge, 
that he had any idea that they ought to be or 
could be indicted. 

Wanted to Indict Corrigan. 

When the pool-room cases had been dis- 
posed of some of the jurors, actuated,¢ it is 
alleged, by friends of the City Administra- 
tion, suggested the idea of indicting Corrigan 
and warmly supported it. Corrigan had his 
friends on the jury, and they opposed it bit- 
terly. 

„If the question of indicting Corrigan had 
been voted on then a true bill would have been 
returned,“ said a grand juror. 

The following day the Corriganites insisted 
upon the subpoena duces tecum for the books 
of the Washington Park Club and routed the 
foe by analogous reasoning. The anti-Corri- 
ganites were willing enough to indict Corri- 
gan, but not the Washington Park Club offi- 
cers. The subject was finally dropped by tacit 
consent. 

Mr. Corrigan has kept pretty well posted on 
the progress of the fight in the grand jury 
room. His attorney, Fred Mitchell, has 
watched it closely from the ground floor of 
the Criminal Court Building, and Matt Pink- 
erton and some of his men have aided him in 
keeping track of the evidence before the 
grand jury and the attitude of the jurors. 

An amusing incident in connection with the 
investigation occurred during the examination 
of Capt. Martin Hayes of the Desplaines Street 
Station. He was summoned as a witness, and 
was inclined to be an unwilling one. He could 
remember nothing about pool-selling in his 
district, especially at the West Side Park. 

“ Q, yes you do, Captain,” spoke up a grand 
juror. I was out to the West Side races just 
once last summer, and while I was there I saw 
you buy a $5ticket on Inez, Don’t you re- 
member now, Captain?“ 

Capt. Hayes’ memory improved with this 
reminder.

A Clerk on Trial for Stealing $25,000 Makes

Perfunctory official observance of the 
duties specified in the law of Cpngress 
is one thing.

It was at the suggestion of the 
Secretary that the War and Navy Depart- 
ments arranged to detail officers to visit the 
various South American countries in the in- 
terest of the Exposition. 

Commissioner Britton of the District of Co- 
lumbia, who has just returned from Chicago, 
gives a good accouht of the situation in Chi- 
cago. He thinks everything is now favorable 
and says: 

It is not remarkable the differences should 
have occurred in so large a city as Chicago, 
nor that difficulties wo be encountered in 
ne into successful operation so large a 

air as this is certain to both in a Nation- 
al and International way. It is remarkable 
that they should have been overcome in less 
than six months, so that at an immediate date 
contracts could be let and work be com- 


4 menced. 


COMMISSIONER WALLER’S REPLY, 


He Responds to the Attack Upon the For- 
eign Affairs Committee. 

When the session of the National Commis- 
sioners opened yesterday Commissioner Wal- 
ler made his.reply to the charge made by 
Commissioner Thacher that the Foreign Af- 
fairs Committee had gone into or been lured 
into a political scheme in the adoption of a 
plan prepared by W. E. Curtis of the State 
Department for a Latin-Americanexhibit. It 
was brief, earnest, and convincing, and as a 
result the report of the committee was adopted 
without a dissenting vote. 

There was nothing of a political nature in 
our action, he said. We never thought of 
politics, and now I believe is the time 
to expunge politics from our debates. We 
considered the plan simply from a World’s 
Fair point of view, and approved of it be- 
cause we believed it to be of value to the Fair. 
We were there to look into the best methods of 
securing foreign exhibita, and we considered 
the plan without a thought of the political 
party to which its originator belonged.”’ 

Mr. Thacher in his attack of the day before 
did not state exactly what the scheme was, but 
left it to be inferred that it was connected 
with Secretary Blaine’s reciprocity plan. He 
alleged La that it was an attempt to 
turn a World's Fair bureau into a political de- 
partment. He the move to be of t 
political signi and objected to pu 
the seal of the conithission on it, as it was, in 
his opinion, 8 solely for the benefit 
of Mr. Blaine. He had protested to the com- 
mittee, but it had done no a. 

Mr. Waller’s 2 brief speech, however 
effectually settled Mr. Thacher's protest and 
the fact Mr. Waller is a prominent Dem- 
ocratic ex-Governor m remarks seem 
more forcible when he denied that the com- 
mittee had attempted to enter into any scheme 
to benefit Mr. Blaine, 

When he sat down the question on the adop- 
tion of the report was promptly put and unan- 
imously carried, and the committee was given 
authority to carry out ite plan. It was a full 
and complete exoneration.

With the mill-boss theory of the election, 
which reflects so seriously on the intelligence 
of Republicans, the Pioneer-Press has no 
patience.

As for the other theory that the defeat of 
four out of five of the Republican Congress- 
men of Minnesota and the election of the fifth 
by a bare plurality was due to the fact that the 
people did not understand the McKinley bill, 
the Pioneer-Press contemptuously remarks 
that this “ will not wash any better.” It main- 
tains that— 

They understand its nature perfectly well; that 
it raised duties on a great variety of artiéles in 
common consumption, cut off foreign competi- 
tion, and thus enabled the manufacturers to 
charge higher prices, which they were quite sure 
to do; and that this was not their understanding 
of the Republican theory of protection. It will 
not do, the Pioneer Press concludes, to tell us 
that the Republicans of the Northwest refused to 
sanction the McKinley bill because they did not 
understand it. “They knew very well that it was 
not the sort of protection they had been promised 
and which they wanted.” 


This is as true of Illinois as of Minnesota. 
The Republicans of this State believed that 
they understood the McKinley bill. An enter- 
prising mill-boss organ had circulated 200,000 
copies of it among them, and had not failed 
to point out that the duties on wool and wool- 
ens, on linen, and several other articles were 
higher than under the old law.

This is in substance jost what Taz Tarscys 
said long ago. The great blunder of course 
was to throw away the sugar duties instead of 
providing for their remission as one sugar 
growing nation after another fell into line and 
opened its ports to American products. Had 
that been done the Secretary of State would 
have had something to trade on. He would 
have been able to hold out to the Latin-Amer- 
ican nations inducements which would have 
been irresistible. 

The next blunder was to provide that, if rec- 
iprocity was not secured by 1892, half of the 
present duty should be reimposed. It is 
doubtful whether any body of so-called intel- 
ligent men ever did anything so foolish as 
this from a political point of view. Under 
this provision it might become the duty of 
President Harrison in 1892, while the political 
campaign was raging, to issue a proclamation 
raising the price of sugar. Persons who have 
seen the effect just produced by the McKinley 
bill can figure out how many votes it would 
cost the Republican party for the President to 
issue a proclamation imposing duties on 
sugar. The Democrats would ring the changes 
on it; the Republicans would be in a rage 
about i and the party would be lucky if it 
carried four States. No men except those 
who deliberately passed a bill on the eve of 
an election to put up the price of clothing 
could have devised stich an asinine piece of 
business as that Aldrich amendment. 

Therefore the first thing to do when Con- 
gress meets next week is to introduce a bill 
to straighten out that reciprocity muddle by 
giving Mr. Blaine just what he asked for when 
he first laid his plans before the Committee 
on Ways and Means. Put back the sugar 
duties and let him have them to negotiate 
with and it will not be long before sugar will 
be free, and, what is of equal value, there will 
be new markets for the American farmer in 
which he can dispose of his surpluses which 
are unsalable now and thus add to the value 
of every bushel of his crops. The [Illinois 
House members should see that such a bill as 
is needed id put through the House, and Sen- 
ator Cullom should take charge of it when it 
reaches the Senate. If it fails to pass there 
may be queer doings politically two years 
hence. 


IT HAS BEEN TRIED AND FAILED. 
This is one of the planks of the Farmers’ 
Mutual Benefit Association platform adopted 
at Springfield last week : 


We favor the loaning of money by the National 
Government to the citizens in sums not exceeding 
$1,000 to any one citizen, on time not exceeding 
five years, secured by real estate when the sum 
loaned shall exceed $200 or the time exceeds one 
year; in all other cases by ample personal security 
at interest not exceeding 4 per cent per annum, 
payable semi-annually. 


Probably not one of the men who drafted 
this, or voted for it, knew that it had been 
tried in this State nearly seventy years ago. 
It was, however, and it worked so disastrous- 
ly when tried on a small scale that it is 
easy to judge what mischief it would work if 
tried on a great one. 

The farmers of Illinois felt poor in 1821. 
Corn was not over 10 cents a bushel. Wheat 
sold for from 1244 to 25 cents a bushel. - Flour 
was a dollar a barrel and it took twelve and a 
half barrels to buy a yard of superfine cloth. 
A bushel and a half of wheat exchanged for a 
pound of coffee. Debts were pressing and 
money was scarce. Gold and silver were un- 
known quantities. In their distress the people 
applied to the Legislature, which they be- 
lieved could do everything, to furnish them 
with money. 

That body passed a bill creating a State 
bank with a capital of $500,000, the capital 
consisting, however, simply of the notes it 
was to issue. Silver or gold it had none. The 
only metal it owned was the copper plates on 
which its notes were engraved. It was there- 
fore somewhat like the old Brandon bank of 
Mississippi, whose notes, having been put into 
a barrel at the bottom of which was an ax- 
helve, were said in the circulars “to rest on a 
metallic basis.” That the people might 
have the less trouble in getting at the bank it 
was authorized to establish four branch 
offices. The President and directors of the 
main bank and branches were elected by the 
Senate and House and were generally politi- 
cians, 

It was provided that at first but $300,000 
should be issued and, that there might be an 
even allotment of blessings; the State was 
divided into four districts, in each of which 
$75,000 was to be loaned out. The notes were 
to be issued in denominations of $1, $2, $3, $5, 
and $20. The intending borrower, if he had 
real estate, could make a loan not to exceed 
$1,000; if personal security only, of not to ex- 
ceed $100. The notes bore interest at the rate 
of 2 per cent and the borrower paid 6 per cent 
on his loan. 3 

The bank started in the summer of 1821 and 
every man who could find anybody to indorse 
his paper borrowed $100 promptly. Nothing 
was more popular at first than the new meth- 
od of making men rich. About all the direct- 
ors were candidates for office, so they turned 
no applicant away empty-handed, and in a 
short time the $200,000 had been issued. But, 
although the State pledged its property and 
its revenue for the redemption of those notes, 
and though they were made legal tender in 
certain cases, they fell soon to 20, then 60, and 
then 70 cents below par. As the bills of the 
wildcat Ohio and Kentucky banks had driven 
silver and gold out of the State, so did these 
Illinois worthless shinplasters drive out all 
other bank notes which were a little less worth- 
less than they. 

For about four years this worthless stuff 
was the only semblance of money possessed 
by Illinoisans and the only resource of the 
State Government for carrying on business. 
As these notes were made receivable for taxes 
they flowed into the State Treasury at par, 
but none of the State’s creditors would take 
them at that. The members of the Legisla- 
ture were paid in these bills, but they insisted 
on getting $9 a day instead of $3. The State 
lost two-thirds of its revenue and its expenses 
were thrice what they should have been. 
Finally it repealed the Bank law. Little of 
what was borrowed was paid back. Many of

SILVER AND FARM PRODUCE. 

Tun Tx1sune is found fault with by its Salt 
Lake namesake for having stated that the ad- 
vocates of free silver coinage want to pay 
their present indebtedness at a discount of 20 
to 30 per cent. The paper published in the 
City of the Saints claims that during the last 
seventeen years the price of silver has regu- 
lated that of everything produbed by the 
farmers and manufacturers of this coun- 
try; that the crops are (now) at the discount 
named; and that it is not so much a question 
of how the debt shall be paid as how the crop 
shall be advanced to what it is absolutely 
worth. 

The fitst of these dlaims would be difficult 
to prove, the second is all wrong, and the last 
is a mere matter of inference. It is true that 
the prices of farm produce have recently 
moved in moderately close accord with those 
for silver, but the fact was father due to a 
relation of mere coincidence than to one of 
cause and effect. The selling values of the 
cereals received an important stimulus last 
spring from the expunging of the bucket-shop 
influence by the Chicago Board of Trade. 
They advanced further becatise of the dis- 
covery that the crops of this year would be 
unusually short in quantity, and fell back in 
sympathy with the depression in the prices of 
stocks and the pecuniary stringency which av- 
companied that speculative movement. In the 
meantime the price of silver rose rapidly under 
a comprehensive buying up of the stock in hand 
by men who wanted to anticipate the effect of 
the passage of the Silver bill. It broke badly 
because the financial pressure obliged those 
buyers to get rid of their holdings faster than 
the metal was wanted for coimage and for the 
additional reason that large quantities were 
sent here from other countries. The ups and 
downs in the quotations for silver this year 
have had no more to do with causing or regu - 
lating the prices for grain and other produce 
than a hand on the face of aclock in causing 
the movement of the wheels behind it. The 
same claim of absolute independence of the 
two could not fairly be made for the sixteen 
years preceding, but the connection was at no 
time close, and generally a distant one. The 
principal part of the relation arose out of the 
fact that a low price for silver was said to 
have permitted a much greater competition 
with us by the wheat-growers of India for the 
supply of the food deficiencies of the United 
Kingdom, and there is some reason to be- 
lieve the extent of the influence was vastly 
overrated. 

Prices for<the cereals in this market are al- 
ready up to a good figure as compared with 
the averages of former years, especially when 
account is taken of the,cheapening in cost of 
production due to a much wider use of arm 
machinery sold at half the prices of ten years 
ago, the extension of grain culture, and the 
lessened rates of transportation between the 
producer and the place where his property is 
sold. Thus there is not a present necessity 
for an inflation of the circulating medium as 
a measure for raising further the quotations 
on produce, and it is probable the latter would 
be sustained though silver should tall back to 
near the figures of twelve monthsago. It is 
the relation of supply to actual and probable 
demand before another crop can be gathered 
which caused wheat and corn and oats to sell 
up last summer, and has led to a smart re- 
action from the depressed state of the market 
induced by the heaviness in stocks. The 
allegations of fact made by the paper re- 
ferred to being so easily disposed of the in- 
ferences drawn from them may be allowed to 
rest, with the remark that its editor is prob- 
ably the one who in his own language “has 
been playing simply with the shells on the 
shore of the subject and has not explored the 
vast ocean beyond. 


IR THACHER’S PARTISAN DISPLAY. 

Mr. World’s Fair Commissioner Thacher 
of New York, himself a Democratic politician 
of the Albany régime, has been the first to 
impute political considerations to the Foreign 
Affairs Committee, because of its report in 
favor of the organization of a bureau to have 
charge of operations in the South American 
countries, with Mr. William E. Curtis at its 
head. Gov. Waller of Connecticut, himself a 
Democrat, promptly and properly denied the 
insinuations of Mr. Thacher, which were in 
the nature of an insult to thecommittee. The 
point of Mr. Thacher’s charge is contained 
in the following extract from his speech: 


I object to putting the seal of this commission 
upon what I consider is but a move to advance 
the political aspirations of the man who is now 
Secretary of State. The ramifications of this 
man’s schemes are so extensive that there is no 
keeping track of them, and when on the track de- 
tection is not easy. Butin this case the fact that 
Curtis is Blaine’s right-hand man, that Curtis has 
proposed a scheme, and that Blaine is a Presi- 
dential aspirant can lead to but one exposé, 


A sufficient answer to Thacher’s partisan 
criticism is to be found in the note from Mr. 
Blaine, printed this morning, in which the 
latter withdraws the offer of the State De- 
partment to mediate with the South Ameri- 
can countries. The Secretary properly says 
that owing to the imputation of partisan 
motives the department will await the of- 
ficial request of the Commissioners for any 
service they think it can do the Columbian 
Exposition before taking further steps in 
the direction of negotiation with the South 
American countries. This is a severe but 
merited rebuke of Thacher's speech, which 
was intended soly to promote his personal 
canvass for election as United States Senator 
from New York. 

Mr. Thacher thus far is the only member 
of the National Commission who has shown 
his inability to rise abbve partisan considera- 
tions. It is neither Mr. Blaine nor Mr. Curtis, 
neither the Republicans nor the Democrats in 
the commission, who even have suspected any 
political move in the action of this committee. 
It has been left to Mr. Thacher, himself a 
candidate for political office, and therefore 
suspecting everybody, to make this discovery. 
Were Mr. Thacher a less bigoted partisan and 
a broader and more liberal Commissioner it 
might have occurred to him that the Secretary 
of State is the proper person to act as a me- 
dium of intercourse with foreign nations, and 
that Mr. Curtis is a proper person for the head 
of such a burean, because of his intimate ac. 
quaintance with the South American people 
and their affairs. If Mr. Bayard were Secre. 
tary of State no Republican would question 
his right and his duty to act in sucha capacity.

Instead 
of proposing free education for England, as 
public opinion demands and as Radical allies 
of the Chamberiain school have advised, Lord 
Salisbury will propose some trumpery meas- 
ure exempting the poor classes from the 
school fee exactions. 

There is not the remotest possibility that the 
program as announced can be carried into 
effect during the extra session.

ARGENTINE TROUBLES. 

The financial situation in Argentine appe ars 
at this distance to be an exceedingly dark one, 
and perhaps the flashes from the overhanging 
cloud may be taken as indications that a big 
storm has yet to sweep over the face of that 
unhappy country before the atmosphere 
clears off. The Stock Exchange in Buenos 
Ayres is reported to have broken up in a row 


‘yesterday, with an advance in the paper 
price of gold from 200 to 250. The immediate. 


cause of this is suspected to be news from 
London in regard to the facts brought out by 
the investigation now in progress there. It is 
much to be feared that the inquiry will reveal 
a rottenness in Argentine “securities” and 
finances most unpleasant to the men and firms 
that have undertaken to tide over the responsi- 
bilities of the Barings, It is intimated that in 
addition to the cedulas issued on lands for 
greater than the property is worth there is a 
frightful overissue of bank notes which are 
guaranteed by foreign funds. It is said that 
several months ago the banks obtained per- 
mission to call in their outstanding circula- 
tion and put out new notes in place of it. In- 
stead of destroying the old paper they paid it 
out again, and one case is noted in which this 
process was repeated no less than five times, 
the actual circulation bemg six dollars for 
every one authorized. Of course this could 
not be done without the connivance of Govern- 
ment officials, and it is hinted that their silence 
about that and other frauds was purchased by 
means which entail a heavy loss to those who 
will ultimately foot the bills. It is in order to 
expect revelations of monstrous steals in con- 
nection with the blowing up of the great 
financial bubble in the Argentine country, 
their character being all the worse as there 
was no excuse of military expenditures to be 
provided for. The result of the exposure may 
even be a modification of the agreement to 
take care of the vast mass of alleged “‘ securi- 
ties that were put afloat while the inflation 
was in progress and the further responsibili- 
ties incurred by desperate efforts to stave off 
exposure. There does not, however, seem to 
be any reason to apprehend further trouble in 
the United States as a consequence of a laying 
wide open of the Argentine ulcer. The conse- 
quences must be borne by the foreigners who 
were foolish enough to risk their money in 
that country to an extent that is without par- 
allel in proportion to the poverty of the place 
and number of inhabitants. 


THE EXTERMINATION OF THE SEALS. 

The report made by Prof. Elliott of the 
Smithsonian Institution, who recently re- 
turned from the sealing grounds in Behring 
Sea, as to the present condition of the fisher- 
ies, virtually puts anend to the memorable 
dispute.

LEFT ITS BLIGHT ON THE COTTON SEED. 


This Season’s Food-Oil Product Almost a 
Total Failure from Heavy Rains. 

New Orveans, La., Nov. 25.—[Special.]— 
The great rainfall of the autumm season has 
left its blight on the cotton seed. With the 
exception of a small area of Northern Mis- 
souri and Northern Texas, the entire cotton 
belt has felt the effect, and the result is that 
an average of one seed in every five contains 
a brown or black meat, which destroys the 
value of the oil for refining and consequently 
for food purposes. In other words, the oil 
compressed from the seed is of use only as 


grease, ä 

Less than one-fourth of the season’s oil pro- 
duction can be used as food, This amountisn’t 
sufficient for the home market and the foreign 
market is of course obliterated. The cotton 
seed of the country originally belongs to the 
negroes; it goes to them as a part of their 
payment for labor in the ahare system. The 
negroes seli their seed to thé planters. As the 
price is from $4 to $5 per ton less than usual 
on account of the black rot, the negroes will 
lose $15,000,000, since the estimated seed crop 
is 3,500,000 tons. 

Last year the crude oil product of the coun- 
try amounted to about 50,000,000 gallons. 
This year there is a loss of two gallons to the 
ton of seed, owing to the rot reducing the 

roduct of crude oil to 88,000,000 ns. 
his loss the cotton-oil companies suffer. 

It is impossible t» estimate the loss on re- 
fined oils at present or the oils used for food 
purposes, use is cannot be definitely as- 
certained whether any particular amount of 
the seed will be perfect, Only perfect seed 
can produce a food oil. It is not believed, 
however, that 25 per cent of last season’s out- 
put of food oils will be realised. 

Mr. James Richardson, who is the largest 
cotton planter in the world, said today: 

“When we came to examine our seed we 
found a large percentage blighted by heavy 
rains. On cutting open a — the meat would 
be found discol thus destroying its value 
for refined oils. cotton-oil companies 
were quick to ascertain the facts, and to their 
dismay learned that nearly the entire crop of 
seed was tainted. The prices per ton of seed 
immediately dropped from $13 per ton to $7. 
I conceded that there would be no money in 
shipping the seed on my plantations to the 
mills and ordered all my sce spread over 
my lands for fertilizers. We planters purchase 
from our negro labor their cotton seed at 
market rates. To each bale of cotton there is 
about half a ton of seed. 

Mr. Benjamin Andrew, Superintendent of 
the Crescent Cotton-Seed 01 Mill: These 
black or blighted seeds can’t be separated 
from the good seeds. We cannot tell if a seed 
be bad until it is cut open. The consequence 
is that good and bad seeds must be crushed 
together, and the product is an inferjor oil 
which can’t be manufactured for food pur- 


Mr. A. C. Landry, manager of the Southern 
Oil company, said: The difference in price 
between food oil and oil for industrial . 
poses is fully eight cents per gallon. The loss

He does not think that any great success 
will attend an attempt on the part of the Dem- 
ocrats to destroy the McKinley bill by dealing 
with one article at a time in separate bills, as 
proposed by Senator Vest. From this it may 
be gathered that the Chairman of the Ways 
and Means Committee hopes his Republican 
colleagues won’t embarrass Speaker Reed and 
the committee by introducing such measures. 
Yet the likelihood is that some of the Repub- 
lican members will be disobliging enough to 
do that very thing. Col, Abner Taylor is still 
bent on having the tinplate duty repealed, and 
other Western members want other provisions 
of the bill changed. It will be in the power of 
the Speaker and the Chairman of the Ways 
and Means Committee to stifle this kind of 
legislation, but when the full contingent of 
the defeated ones gets here they may find that 
such a policy will be worse than the course 
taken in forcing the original bill through. 
Gov. Gear and Mr. Cannon, who are both on 
the ground now, can give Maj. McKinley 
points on the subject if they care to do 80. 

Chicago as a Money Center.

e trouble. Chicago, 

relatively, uses less cash in her business than 
New York. At the two dates given above the 
percentage of checks and drafts in New York 
varied from 26 to 33. In Chi the percent- 
age was 40. In 1881 the New York National 
banks had 57 per cent of the total receipts of 
the country. in 1890 their percentage was 
only 38. In the meantime the Chicago Na- 
tional banks’ total receipts have msen from 
3 5-10 per cent to 6 5-10 per cent. It is worth 
noting here that by far the greater 8 
of Chicago National bank stock is held by its 
own citizens. In Kansas City, on the con- 

trary, 62 per cent is held by non-residents. 


Decrease in the Production of Oleomargar- 
ine, 


on 


The report of the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue shows a falling off in the production 
of oleomargarine. The average monthly pro- 
duction is now less than at any time since the 
law went into effect. The production in- 
creased from 1886 to 1889 then began to 
decrease. The Commiasioner says that the 
decreased production was chiefly owing to the 
open pasturage during the last winter and 
consequent abundant supply of natural butter 
at low prices, and secondarily to the more 
rigid enforcement of certain State laws pro- 
hibiting the manufacture of oleomargarine, 
and of other State laws restrictive in character 
but not actually prohibitory. The number of 
persons handling the product has also grown 
smaller. The tax of two cents per —— 
netted $620,000 during the year, while the 
special taxes of the retail dealers footed up an 
even $100,000, and of the wholesale dealers 
$55,000. There are twenty-two manufacturers 
of the article, of whom six are in inoi 
State legislation against oleomargarine con- 
tinues active.

Sitting Bull Keeping His Men Busy—His 
Success as a Prophet, 

Fort Tarns, N. D., Nov. 25.—[Special.]—

in his power to keep the thespians strictly to 
their work. Bull prophesied this fall that 
there should be no snow and the weather 
should be pleasant all winter.

HE WAS A MILLIONAIRE UNAWARES. - 


Riches Awaiting Him for Six Years, and 
He All the Time Hustling. 

Washington Pest: To bea millionaire for 
six years and not know it is a fortune that 
rarely befalls a man in these times of tele- 
graph and vostal facilities, yet that has ap- 
parently been the hick of Mr. A. P. Cunning- 
ham of this city. Mr. Cunningham is now a 
clerk in the document room of the Senate. 
He has held various positions in the Govern- 
ment service, and is well known in Washing- 
ton. Friday night he was informed that his 
uncle, John Cunningham, had died in Aus- 
tralia six years ago, leaving an estate valued 
at $1,500,000. Mr. A. P. Cunnmgham is the 
sole heir of his uncle, all his relatives who 
might have come in forashare of the estate 
being * | 
The bearer of the news to Mr. Cunningham 
was Mr. Browning of Sydney, Australia, now 
visiting in Washington. Mr. Browning, upon 
his afrival here, ascertained the address of 
Peter Cunningham, Tenth and C streets, north- 
west, and called there, but learned that he was 
no relation of the deceased. Mr. Browning was 
finally referred to Mr. A. P. Cunningham, to 
whom he communicated the interesting intel- 
ligence about the Australian fortune. 

This Mr. Gunningham is the son of 
Patrick Joseph Cunningham. The latter had 
two brothers, named John and Francis, who 
were natives of Ireland, and came from 
Dunkalk to America in 1826. They went 
to Montreal, then to Philadelphia, and 
then to Australia. In 1856 John returned to 
Philadelphia, and in that year invited his 
brother Patrick, who then lived at Ellicott- 
ville, N. ., to visit him.

THE VERMONT SENATOR TALKS ON 


THE RECENT ELECTION, 
— 


He Thinks the McKinley Tariff Bill Had 
Nothing to Do with the Result—The 
Mistake in Placing Sugar Upon the Free 
List—A Belief That the Lodge Bill Will 
Be Passed This Winter—A Government 
Art Gallery. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Nov. 25.—[Special.]— 
Senator Edmunds of Vermont never appears 
tosuch an advantage as in his own house. 
There he is gracious, genial, kindly; resem- 
bling in no way the austere statesman pictured 
in the opposition newspapers. I saw him this 
afternoon in his library in his comfortable 
house on Massachusetts avenue. It is one of 
the best lighted and ventilated houses in the 
city. The sun streams in at every window, 
flooding the house with light and warmth. 
The Senator was never in better health. He 
does not look a day older than ten years ago. 
Dressed in a rough tweed frock suit, with his 
long, slim, aristocratic hands gently clasping 
and unclasping, he sat at the opposite side of 
his library desk and talked in a quiet, occa- 
sionally sarcastic, way about current issues. 
I asked the Senator first abvut the election 
and the reasons for the result. 

Les,“ said he, we have had an election, 
We have been bastinadoed upon both feet, but 
there is no reason for any Republican to.be 
discouraged concerning the future of the party 
and the result of the next Presidential year.“ 

When asked to give his reasons for this re- 
sult he said he could only reply in the lan- 
guage of S that he could give rea- 
sons as plenty as blackberries, if need be. To 
this I said: 

“Your reasons are so numerous that it prac- 
tically amounts to the fact, in your opinion, 
that there was no great underlying reason? 

No,“ said the Senator. There was not. 
was, if you please, a complication of 

local issues which produced the result. I 

think the fact that the resalt was so sweeping 

is in itself one of the most encouraging feat- 
ures, for when you come to examine the result 
you will find there has been no change in the 

sentiment of the people. There has been a 

falling off of the Republican vote through the 

dissatisfaction with local candidates, but there 

has not been 1 per cent of change in “the act- 

ual vote cast in favor of the Democrats.” 
Must Be Careful. 

The Senator then went on to say: The 
elections simply show the Republicans must 
be careful in nominating people who ar e not 
objected to by their own people. In Pennsyl- 
vania the State would have been carried with- 
out any trouble if an unfortunate nomination 
had not been forced upon the party.“ 

Without going into the detail of the various 
State elections, the Senator said a careful ex- 
amination would show the same result as was 
obtained in Vermont. The Democrats ‘did 
not increase their cr, ma but a number of 
Republican voters simply staid at home. The 
Senator continued: “ it the Republican party 
the next Presidential year nominates the 
President or any one of the half-dozen men 
who are now prominent in the councils of the 
party there is no reason to sup we will 
not then poll the full strength of the party 
and be, co uently, victorious.”’ 

“Then youdo not think the McKinley bill 
had anything to do with the result?“ 

No, Ido not iu any way. In some com- 
munities where the free-trade element pre- 
dominates there was some excitement pro- 
duced by the marking-up of prices which 
were wholly unjustified, because it is not pos- 
sible for any one to know withm twelve and 
possibly twenty-four months whether the re- 
cent tariff bill will produce an increase of 
prices or the reverse. There has been no time 
to determine anything under this bill.“ 


Sugar on the Free List. 


The Senator regretted that sugar had been 
placed upon the free list. The only result 
thus far „ne said, is to make a 

resent of the tax to the foreign producer. 

money derived from this tax is now gone 
from the ry, but the price of 
sugar remains the same. It was the same 
way with tea and coffee. Two years ago 
I proposed to remove this tax from sugar 
when the sugar-producing countries would 
agree to receive from us free of duty such 
articles of our manufacture as would afford a 
compensation for the remission ofthis tax. I 
was glad to see last winter that Mr. Blaine 
adopted this view and urged it upon the 
Finance Committee. Yet several estern 
members were in haste, and could not wait to 
‘make this arrangement with the countries in- 
terested, and so in their haste put this article 
on the free list, thereby taking millions from 
the Treasury without the slightest compensa- 
tion. Now that these countries have this con- 
cession there is no reason why they should 
give us anything. 

The Senator was asked if he thought the 
Democrats in the next House with their lar 
majority would be apt to make mistakes. He 
said in reply: 1 think the tendency of the 
Democrats after this first flush of victory is 
over will be towards conservatism. At least I 
do not think much of a campaign conducted 
upon the mistakes of theenemy. I much pre- 
fer to assume the enemy will make no mis- 
takes and to conduct our campaign accord- 


ingly.”
